Lieutenant A. W.Greely, Sergeant Brainard Sergeant 
Fredericks, Sergeant Long, Hospital Steward Beid- 
erback, Private Connell and Sergeant Ellison, the 
only survivers ofthe Lady Franklin Bay Expedi- 
tion. Sergeant Ellison had lost both hands and feet 
by frost bite, and died July 6, at Godhaven, three 
days after amputation, which had become impera- 
tive.

atthe point where they were found. One was 
drowned while sealing to procure food. Twelve 
bodies of the dead were rescued, and are now on 
board the Thetis and the Bear. One Esquimaux, 
Turvevik, was buried at Disco, in accordance with 
the desire of the Inspector of Western Greenland. 
Five bodies buried in the ice fort near the camp, 
and which were swept away to the sea by the winds 
and currents before my arrival, could not be re- 
covered.

CONSTANT AND FURIOUS STRUGGLE 

with ice in impassable floes. The solid barriers 
were overcome by watchfulness and patience. No 
opportunity to advance a mile escaped me and for 
several hundred miles the ships were forced to ram 
their way from lead to lead; through ice varying 
in thickness from three to six feet, and when 
rafted much greater. The Thetis and the Bear 
reached Cape York June 18 after a passage of twen- 
ty-one days in Melville Bay with two advance ships 
of a Dundee whaling fleet and continued to Cape 
Sabin. Returning seven days later we fell in with 
seven others of this fleet off Wostenholme Island 
and announced Greely's rescus to them that they 
might not be delayed from their fishing 
grounds nor be tempted into the dangerous Smith's 
Sound in view of the reward of $25,000 offered 
by Congress. Returning across Melville Bay we fell 
in with the Alert and Lockgarry off Devil's Thumb, 
struggling through the ice. Commander Coffin did 
admirably to get along so far with the transport so 
early in the season before the opening had oo 


curred. 
LIEUT. EMORY WITH THE BEAR 


has supported me throughout with great skillfulneas 
and unflinching readiness in accomplishing the great 
duty of relieving Lieut. Greely. The Greely party 


are very much improved since the rescue, but

The season north is late and the 
closest for years. Smith's Sound was not open 
when I left Cape Sabine.

DISCOVERED IN TIME. 


A Plot to Blow Up the Royal 
; Palaces at Warsaw. 


The United Ireland Charges That the Liber- 
al Agitation isa Sham—The Cholera 
—Cable Flashes. 


Dr. Perunssvac, July 17.—A plot to blow up the 
palace at Warsaw during the Czar's stay has been 
discovered. A Justice of the Peace named Barbov- 
ski, suspected of complicity, has been arrested. A 
quantity of arms ahd dynamite belonging to the con- 
spirators ha ve also been found. 

THE ROYAL PALACE AT WARSAW 

is one of the most magnificent buildings in Poland, 
and was atone time the residence of the Polish 
Kings. It was built by Sigismund III., whose statue 
adorns the Royal square opposite, It contained not 
only apartments for royal personages, but the 
chambers of the Polish councils, the archives 
and a splendid library, the most 
valuable part of which has been 
transferred to St. Petersburg. The modern edifices 
were built by the Grand Duke Constantine, and 
have been made historic by his residence there as 
Viceroy of Poland after his surrender of the Russian 
imperial crown for the sake of his beautiful wife. 
It was there he lived when the attempt was 
made on his life, which came very near 
being successful, during the troublous 
times beginning with 1861. The palace is situated 
on a commanding situation in the northern part 
of the city, the elevation overlooking the river and 
giving the castle an imposing appearance. The 
Royal Palace has not been considered an imperial 
residence for many years but itis used as a resi- 
dence by the Russian Emperor on the occasion of 
his visits to the Polish capitol. 
It was in anticipation of a visit of the Emperor 
doubtless that the plan was concocted. He was ex- 
pected to arrive at the palace about August 1, al- 
though no formal announcement of the time had 
been made. The city hasa number of notable pa- 
laces occupied by the high officers of the crown,the 
dignitaries of the church andthe Polish nobles, but 
it has been a center of Nihilistic operations, several 
papers and conspiracies having been recently un- 
earthed there.

Story of the Expedition. 

From other quarters information was obtained 
bearing out the recollection of Captain Bent, and 
giving more details. 

The Greely expedition consisted of twenty-four 
officers and men chosen from different branches of 
the army, and was commanded by Lieut. Adolphus 
W. Greely, of the Fifth Cavalry, acting signal of- 
ficer. With him were Second Lieutenant Frederick 
; bury, Eleventh Infantry, and James B. 
Lockwood, Twenty-third Infantry, acting 
officers, and Dr. Octave Pavy, su n. Two aui 
maux were also obtained in Greenland. Lieutenant 
Greely sailed from St. Johns, N. F., in the 
July 7. 1881. and touched next at Godhayn, Green- 
lamd, on Disco Island, where 2 dogs and two 
sledges were taken on board, as well as several tons 
of walrus flesh and dried fish to feed them on. Sail- 
ing age ge oy ban eas U avik 
on the 2th of and left there L 
north at full speed. Bafin Bay. r a 
Kennedy Channel were found remarkably free from 
obstructions. The season was very 8 

The explorers passed Cape Constitution, Kane's 
highest point, and there they met with the first ob- 
struction. On the ich they steamed up 

the solid main pack, extending right 
across the channel and appe to de 
at least twent feet thick. The teus 
had then reached the southwest part Lady 
Franklin Bay, and was within ten miles of her des- 
tination. For seven days the vessel was moored to 
the ice, and Lieut. Greely almost despaired of at. 
taining his object. But the ice moved to the east- 
ward and the ship was forced at full speed until 
Discovery Harbor was reached, and there Lieut. 
Greely established his settlement, calli it Port 
Conger, in honor of Senator Conger of Michigan, 
who had been instrumental = the bill 
through Congress which autho the expedition, 
The Proteus left the party on August 18, and ar 
rived safely at St. Johnsafter a pleasant voyage. 

THE COMPANY AT PORT CONGER 

was well equipped for its exile. Stores of provis- 
jons sufficient to last for fully two years were at 
hand. The house erec double frames and 
measured 61 feet by i feet. In addition to the 
stores and supplies about 140 tons of coal were 
tanded, It was not doubted that the members of 
the expedition could be made as comfortable and as 
safe from atmospheric dangers as are the men of 
the signal service stationed on the summits of Pike's 
Neg Aa wl en Washington, or the employes of 
the Hudson Bay Company stationed at Fort York, 
where a temperature of minus 60° is not uncommon. 

Scientific work began at once. The for r- 
vations of the international series, however, did not 
commence until August 1, 1882. They then contin- 
ued for one vear. 

Since August, 1881, nothing definite has been 
heard of the Greely party. It was understood that 
afresh party, with supplies, should be sent out with 
supplies in 1882, and, if this failed to reach 
Franklin Bay, a second in 1883, In case no ship a 
peared during the second summer, Greely was 5 
come south, if practicable, to Littleton Island, where 
the relieving party was to form a station to receive 
him. From this point sledges and boats were 
to be sent out to meet the retreating 
command. The Government did its part to carry 
out this plan. In July, 1888, the steamer Neptune 
was sent from St. Johns. It returned in September 
without reaching Greely, re ng a solid ice barrier 
north of Cape Sabine. The Neptune remained north 
of Littleton Island until September 5, at which date 
ice formed to the depth of four inches, and to re- 
main longer would ve been to remain for the 
winter. A year having elapsed,

north again, and off Cape Sabine went to the 
bottom. The ice was no more penetrable than in 
1882. The crew of the vessel were saved 
and made their way across Smith Sound and along 
the eastern shore to Cape York, thence 
across Melville Bay to Upernavik. No station was 
established at Littleton Island, nor was an adequate 
quantity of supplies for the Greely party ed 
any where. 

When the Proteus left Port Conger, in 1881, Greely 
sent home the outlines of a plan of operations, 
which would have been followed by Lieut. Garling- 
ton Inst year if his ship had not been lost. But be- 
fore he departed for the frozen zone he received in- 
structions to this effect: 

“In case no vessel reaches the rmanent 
station in 1582 the vessel sent in 1 will re- 
main in Smith's Sound until there ts danger of clos- 
ing by ice, and on leaving will land all her supplies 
and a party at Littleton Island, which party wil be 
prepared for a winter's stay, and will be instructed 
to send sledge parties up the east side of Grinnell 
Land to meet this party. If not visited in 1882, 
Lieut. Greely will abandon his station not later than 
September 1, 1883, and will retreat southward b 
boat, following closely the east coast of Grinnell 
Land until the relieving vessel is mét or Littleton 
Island is reached,” 

The Bear started on April 24, to the rescue, and 
the Thetis and Alert at short intervals thereafter, 
todo the work that the Proteus had failed to do.

THE STONE FLAGGING ORDINANCE.

“There are brick pavements in this city,” 
said an employe of the B. P. I. “which have been 
in existence for fifty years past and are still in good 
condition.

worst of Satan’s soul-destroying agencies. 
There is just as much reason for closing the 
parks altogetheron Sundays, on the ground that 
they are a sensual enjoyment, and, therefore,

The re-election of Porrraio Diaz to the Pres- 
idency of Mexico, which he relinquished so re- 
luctantly four yearsago, has been generally 
accepted as an indication that Mexico will get 
along better. We hope that it will. Certainly 
things have been going on very badly in the 
sister Republic of late, but if Diaz can remedy 
the evils under which that country now suffers 
he can work miracles. 

Mexico has latterly been in a bad way. Of 
all the countless enterprises which-have been so 
liberally subsidized, the Mexican Central Rail- 
way is the only one that amounts to anything. 
All the others are mere promises. The Mexican 
Treasury has not beon depleted by any subsidies 
paid for work done. Yet while the national 
revenue has more than doubled, and while the 
Treasury is scrambling around for loans, it is 
impossible to got any accurate statement of 
where the money has gone to. 

During the past four years the Mexican 
Treasury has collected at least $60,000,000 more 
than during the quadrennial period immediately 
preceding. This money has not gone to pay the

CLEVELAND ON OITIZENSHIP. 


Views Expressed When Mayor of Buffalo 
on the Release of the Irish Suspects. 
From the Buffalo Courter. 

When it became known in this country that Mr. 
Lowell had abandoned the Americans imprisoned 
in Ireland without formal accusation, trial or con- 
viction, the public indignation found expression in 
mass meetings to protest against his course, and 
about the time that the controversy culminated 
such a meeting was called in this city. It was held 
April 9, 1882, in St. James’ Hall, and the Governor, 
who had been then three months Mayor of Buffalo, 
presided. On taking the chair he delivered the fol- 
lowing address, which is certainly as frank and out- 
spoken an utterance in regard to the duties of the 
American Government to its citizens abroad as any 
one need ask for : 

“FELLOW-Citizens—This is the formal mode of 
address on occasions of this kind, but I think we 
seldom realize fully its meaning or how valuable a 
thing it is to bea citizen, From the earliest civili- 
zation to be a citizen has been to be a free man, 
endowed with certain privileges and advantages and 
entitled to the full protection of the State. The de- 
fense and protection of personal rights of its citi- 
zens has always been the paramount and most 
important duty of a free, enlighvened Government. 
And perhaps no Government has this sacred trust 
more in its keeping than this—the best and freest 
of them all—for here the people who are to be pro- 
tected are the source of those powers which they 
delegate upon the express compact that the citizen 
shall be protected. For this purpose we choose 
those who for the time being shall manage the 
machinery which we have set up for our defense 
and safety. 

“And this protection adheres to us in all lands 
and places as an incident of citizenship. Let but 
the weight of a sacrilegious hand be put upon this 
sacred thing and a great, strong Government springs 
to its feet to avenge the wrong. Thus it is that the 
native-born American citizen enjoys his birthrights. 
But when, in the westward march of empire’ 
this nation was founded and took root, we beckoned 
tothe Old World and invited hither its immigration 
and provided a mode by which those who sought a 
home among us might become our fellow-citizens. 
They came by thousands and hundreds ‘of thou- 
sands; they came and 

** Hewed the dark old woods away, 

And gave the virgin fields to day ;" 
they came with strong sinews and brawny arms to 
aid in the growth and progress of a new country; 
they came and upon our altars laid their fealty and 
submission; they came to our temples of justice and 
under the solemity of an oath renounced all alleg- 
iance to every other State, potentate and sover- 
eignty and surrendered to us all the duty pertaining 
to such allegiance. We have accepted their fealty 
and invited them to surrender the protection of 
their native land. 

“And what should be given them in return? 
Manifestly, good faith and every dictate of honor 
demands that we give them the same liberty and 
protection here and elsewhere which we vouchsafe 
to our native-born citizens. And that this has been 
accorded to them is the crowning glory of American 
institutions. It needed not the statute which is now 
the law of the land, declaring that ‘all naturalized 
citizens while in foreign lands are entitled to and 
shall receive from this Government the same pro- 
tection of person and property which is accorded to 
native-born citizens,’ to voice the policy of our 
nation, . 

“In alllands where the semblance of liberty is 
preserved, the right of a person arrested to a speedy 
accusation and trial is, or ought to be, a funda- 
mental law as it isa rule of civilization. At any 
rate, we hold it to be se, and this is one of the rights 
which we undertake to guarantee to any native-born 
or naturalized citizen of ours, whether he be impris- 
oned by order of the Czar of Russia or under the 
pretext of a law administered for the benefit of the 
landed aristocracy of England. We do not claim to 
make laws for other foreign countries, but we do 
insist that whatsoever those laws may be, they shall, 
in the interests of human freedom and the rights of 
mankind, so far as they involve the liberty of our 


citizens, be speedily administered. We have aright | 
to say and do say that mere suspicion without | 


éxamination on trial is not sufficient to justify the 
long imprisonment of a citizen of America. Other 
nations may permit their citizens to be thus impris- 
oned, Ours will not. And this in effect has been 
solemnly declared by statute. 

“We have met here to-night to consider this sub- 
ject and inquire into the cause and the reasons and 
the justice of the imprisonmpent of certain of our 
fellow-citizens now held in British prisons without 
the semblance of a trial or legal examination. Our 
law declares that the Government shall act in such 
But the people are the creators of the Gov- 
ernment. The undaunted apostle of the Christian 
religion, imprisoned and persecuted, appealing 
eenturies ago to the Roman law and the rights of 
Roman citizenship, boldly demanded: ‘Is it lawful 
for you to scourge a meh that is a Roman and un- 
condemned?

are American citizens and uncondemned f I deem 
it an honor to be called upon to preside at such a 
meeting and I thank you for i.

How Vegetable Peddlers Swindle Their 
Patrons With Short Measure. 

“The Pow?-Dispatou is getting letters like this one 
every day.“ one of its reporters said yesterday after- 
noon to Inspector of Weights and Measures W. H. 
Rudolph, as he handed him for perusal the follow- 
ing communication: 

To the Editor af the Poet-Diapatch: 

Please advise the people of this city whether there 
is no law compelling the hucksters in the Union 
Market to give fair measure? I see that every box 
of berries in their stands has the bottom pressed up 


and tacked at both ends, thereby stealing one- 
eighth of a box from every buyer. They also select 
a few nice berries for the top and fill up with m- 
ferior fruit. What is the market- masters duty? 
Fruit is high enough without having any such small 


stealing.’

tom,which the scalper shoved up when he pretended 
to fill the measure, another was an arrangeiment of 
wires in a bushel measure by which 
THE VISIBLE POTATORS 
on top were made to conceal the vacuum below. 
We kept on after the swindlers, however, and broke 
them up pretty well.“ 
“There are still scalpers left, are there not!“ 
“Yes, and always will be as long as the system at 
present in vogue among the Broadway Commission 
merchants continues to obtain. supply the 
peddier with a wagon-load of vegetables and fruit 
with the understanding that he is to bring back a 
certain sum of money as the result of the sales. If 
by adroit swindling he manages to sell the loud for 
more than his instructions call for, he is ahead the 
difference, and this profit, coupled with his legiti- 
mate cGOmmission, makes his income a 
very handsome one. These scaipers are not to be 
confounded with the honest peddler who bas a reg- 
ular run Of custom. They never return to a neigh- 
borhood which they have worked until such time as 
they belteve they have been forgotten; hence every 
day they select a new beat and secure new custom 
by shouting lustily as they move along the street. 
When you bear a peddler whom you have never be- 
fore seen bellowing out prices quite below the usual 
market run just make up your mind he isa sealper 
and let him alone, for he will beat you in spite of all 
your precautions. He'll make you pay for % per 
cent more stuff than he sells you, ho matter how 


closely you watch him. It is the rich, however, who 
become his prey mostly. They send their 
Servant girls to the door to make 
the purthases and they don't care whether their 
employer is swindled or not. When Bridget does 
the buyipg the scalper knows that the opportunity 
is worth SV per cent additional profit and he im- 
proves it to the utmost."

WHAT IS ASIATIC CHOLERA? 


Its Proper and Improper Treatment, 
With Hints to its Prevention. 
Dr. John C. Peters in the New York Herald, 

What is the distinguishing feature of Asiatic 
cholera, doctor?!’ 

“It is this, I think, that the poison or germs 
of cholera invariably destroy the epithelium or 
soft skin lining the mucous membrane of the 
bowels, and lay it bare as if it had been flayed. 
Hence the redness and congestion of the mucous 
membrane. From the red surface the serum or 
tence” | portion of the blood flows in large 
quantities, just as it does from an ordinary 
blister on the skin. Previous to 1866 these 
enormous discharges were attributed to weak- 
ness and relaxation of the bowels, and I was the 
first to point out that they were due to the 
destruction of the epithelium. This is not 
a theory, but a fact, amply proved by 
post-mortem examinations, and showing the 
necessity of destroying the germs, and not 
alone of restraining the discharges and soothing 
the raw mucous membrane, 

Here | may mention that much mischief has 
been caused by a popular medicine largely com- 
posed of red pepper, ginger and brandy, and 
which, though useful in cases of cholera mor- 
bus, is among the most injurious that could be 
selected in cases of real cholera. The reason is 
that the coldness of the surface of the body, or 
what is called collapse, is caused by the tre- 
mendous irritation of the bowels, and that any 
further irritation naturally increases the col- 
lapse. Strange to say this medicine has been 
largely — for the past fifty years. No skill- 
ful doctor, however, would dream of recom- 
mending it. Henceforward the scientific treat- 
ment of cholera will be based onthe use of 
germicides, Of these sulphate of iron, 
suggested by me in 18066, gallic acid 
and all the dilute mineral acids, espe- 
cially the sulphuric, are also astringents. 
The dilute sulphuric acid, especially the aro- 
matic tincture, has attained the highest reputa- 
tion as a preventive and cure of Asiatic cholera. 
Corrosive sublimate, which would probably be 
used by scientific physicians, is not alone poison- 
ous, but Very dangerous, since it can only be 
used in a minute form. One particle would kill 
20,000 germs. Still it is the most efficient germ- 
icide known at present. Koch recommends 
phenic acid, which is the same as chemically 

ure carbolic acid. Chemically pure, mind, 

or the chemically impure has signally failed, 
since it has been proved that bacterin will live 
for a long time in strong solutions of it. Among 
the domestic preventives, the best to my mind 
are common table salt and vinegar, — separ- 
ately and in fairly large quantities as condi- 
ments of food. A stroz * —— of chloride of 
soda or table salt would be as effectual as chlo- 
ride of zinc, or even chloride of mercury, which 
is the same as corrosive sublimate. If nurses 
and doctors washed their hands regularly in 
vinegar and water while attending cholera pa- 
tients I feel sure they would escape the disease.

once visited her friends, was stirred and roused 
into an excitement entirely without precedent 
there. From far and near strangers and friends 
gathered to welcome her, receptions were held 
cohstantly, bands of music from Philadelphia 
and elsewhere were brought to serenade her al. 
most nightly, and whatever could be devised 
to do her honor was done. 

During her occasional visits to Washington, 
President Lincoln gave her alwaysa hearty 
welcome. When she asked him if he did not 
think Major Slemmer deserved promotion, he 
patted her on the shoulder in his fatherly way 
and replied: The brave husband of so brave 
a little woman deserves the best, and he shall 
have it.” This promise was not forgotten. 
Major Slemmer — Gen. Slemmer, and 
soon after the war he died of heart disease. A 
year or two previous they had lost their only 
child, a promising boy. Much of her time sub- 
sequently was spent in New York City, where 
she was well-known and a favorite in social and 
literary circles. 

It was during her first visit to her father’s 
relativesin England that she met Mr. Jebb. 
Their kindred tastes resulted in an engagement, 
and they were married in England the follow- 
ing year.

A Queer Irish Will Case. 
From the London Telegraph. 

In the Dublin Probate Court, on Saturday, 
June 38, evidence was given in the suit to es- 
tablish the will of 4 retired money lender named 
Crotty, which deprived his only daughter of 
every farthing he possessed. The testator was 
unpopular with his tenants. and his life was 
attempted twice, one of his eyes being de- 
stroyed and his face partly blown away by a 
bullet, and a slug entering his head remained 
there till hisdeath. Both he and his wife were 
found dead in bed. By a will made previous to 
the birth of his daughter he left his property to 
charitable societies, and directed that his body 
should be given to a hospital for dissection. 

To prove his insanity, evidence for the 
daughter showed that the ¢estator stored his 
house with bits of old iron, pieces gf wood, and 
odds and ends, He got in large quantities of 
flour. and baked once every three weeks six 
immense loaves, each large enough to support 
the household for a considerable time. His 
rooms were filled with 1 O Us and promises 
from tenantsand people to pay sixpences and 
shillings and other small sums for trespass, and 
if a cow or a fowl strayed on his land he insisted 
on the owner paying a few pence for the tres- 
pass. He was accustomed to dress in a long 
frock coat down to his heel, and in the skirt 
sockets he carried two loaded pistols. He abe 
carried with him a sheet of paper five or six 
feet long containing complaints of trespass 
against bis tenantry.

Commons, who sued for £30,000. To give an idea to 
the American mind of the sort of personal journal- 
ism indulged in by Irish editors the following com- 
ment upon Mr. Bolton's suit which appe in 
United Ireland of June 14, is quoted: 

A DEEPER DEPTH. 

We have discovered the real ground of Mr. Bolton’s sore 
ness and we hasten to Go justice to the man and to reas- 
sure him. True we have designated Mr. Bolton a forger, 
an adulterer, a swindler, a bankrupt, a defrauder 
of t own wife, “a suborner of false 
testimony, 1 withholder of true affidavits, 
as base an all around member of society as could be 
Produced outside of Dublin Castle circles. But George is 
not the man to complain of being reproached with ordi- 
nary human failings of that description. but there are 
depths of villainy at which Bolton draws the line, and that 
line was passed when the clumsy clerk of the House of 
Commons insisted that, if Mr. George 
Bolton's deeds were to be brought under 
the notice of Parliament at all,he must be bracketed by 
name with James Ellis French and Gustavus Cornwall. 
Mr. Bolton brings his action to make it known to all men 
that, bad as he is, there is as wide a gulf between him and 
the wretched creatures coupled with his name as there is 
bet ween emo and . da mages. t ak- 
fords us the most unfeigned satisfaction 
to assure Mr. Bolton that,so far as weare concerned, his 
character in this particular is as stainless as his abhorrence 
of the crimes he has no mind to, is edifying. This journal 
has never, by word or hint, imputed to Fir. Bolton the 
unmentionable abomination under- 
taken to home to Messrs. and 
Cornwall. the contrary, in lashing the 
whole team of Castle criminals, we have carefully discrimi- 
nated between the mere swindler, adulterer, forger and 
bankrupt, and the beasts in comparison with whose r- 
formances he evidently regards fraud and adultery with 
pardonabie complacency, We leave Messrs. nch 
and Cornwall set accounts with 
Mr. Bolton, for our own animadversions 
npon these wretches were mild compared with Mr. Bolton's 
differentiation between the modest £5,000, at which they 
value their reputation, and the £30,000 which so battered a 
reprobate as George thinks to be his due for being even 
mentioned in the same breath as these filthy bei Bocce, 
adulterer,informer-manufacturer,defrauder of his creditors, 
and of hisown flesh and blood, Mr. Bolton is. They are 
crimes of the blunt honor-among-thieves-penal-servitude- 
for- lite order. We joyfully render this — to Mr. 
Rolten’s moral elevation above his ex-comrades in 
the public service; and we felicitate the court of 
Earl Spencer that, evil as is their plight, 
and loudly though the world may hiss their hypocrisy, 
there is still actually one crimein the calendar of which 
the best beloved George is wholly and absolutely guiltiess.”’ 

THE SUIT 

came up for trial on the 2d of July before Justice 
O'Brien, and a great array of counsel appeared for 
both sides. O'Brien pleaded justification of the 
libel and was represented by Dr. Boyd and Mr. 
O'Riordan; Cornwall's counsel were Sergeant 
O’Brien, Mr. Monroe and Mr. Kistrey. The plain- 
tiff’s case opened with an analysis of the libel which 
was said to contain ‘twelve explicit allegations 
of crimes against nature pe- 
trated by Cornwall. and the trial 
was pushed as speedily as possible. The evidence 
was shocking, perhaps the worst ever offered in any 
court anywhere. The plaintiff and a couple of his 
friends denied everything. and Cornwall's case 
closed on the second day with this evidence. The 
defense then proved that Cornwall was known by 
the name of the Duchess among his associates, and 
that other male members of this delectable gan 

were called “Lizzie,” “Connie,” The Maid 
of Athens,” and like feminine appeliations. 

One Maicolm Johnson, said to belong to one of the 
first families of Dublin, was the first witness who 
testified to the material facts of the case. He was a 
young map of about seventeen and was only forced 
to his disclosures by the production of a written 
confession extorted from him by the detective 
Meiklejohn. Johnson was followedgby others, one a 
captain in the army, another a Galway landlord's 
son, others men of the highest standing in Dublin, 
and from each confessions of the most horrible de- 

ravity were wrung by the counsel 
n the presence of a crowded and breathless court. 
The names of two members of the highest English 
aristocracy were dragged into the trial. one a baron 
and the other a marquis, but these nantes were kept 
from the reporters, who, indeed, had little to do ex- 
cept every few minutes to write down the stock 
phrase, At this point the evidence became wholly 
unfit for publication.” 

Cornwall's evidence in rebuttal was weak, 
and the case was closed amid the 
most profound excitement ever known in Dub- 


in.

WATCH JEWELS. 


Curious Facts About Their Valae— 
A Particular Customer. 

It was a very genteel looking middle-aged gentle- 
man that stepped into a prominent jeweler's on 
Broadway to-day,and taking a watch from his 
»ocket and unrolling the covering of chamois skin 
laid it carefully upon the velvet pad. 
The time-piece was of an old 
sattern, and the gleam of the gold on its well-worn 
back would have seemed dim to anybody who did 
not cherish it for old associations’ sake. Nothing of 
its ancient and worn appearance seemed to strike 
the owner as he addressed the jeweler in decided 
tones: 

“There is a little something in these works, I 
guess, and I wish you would just look at them.“ 

The watch was soon lying beneath the magnifying 
Class. and the dexterous hands were about to toy 
with its inner mechanism when the little gate sep- 
arating the work-bench from the rude public was 
quietly opened and the customer stood beside the 
workman. The latter looked up witha surprised 
gaze and politely Aid: We allow nobody inside 
this railing; it interferes with 
work.” With an assurance that 
would have warmed the cheek of a book agent 
came the cool reply: That watch 1 have carried 
too long to allow anybody to clean it unless 1 see 
him do it.” 

“What are you afraid of?” 

“Well, there are jewels in that watch that I am 
afraid of losing and I want to see the work done.” 

The jeweler answered nothing but handing 
the watch back. said: Now you can leave this store 
as soon as youcan. We don't want any ot yeur 
trade.“ 

A smile of contempt followed the retreating figure 
to the door, as the indignant proprietor turned to a 
Post-D1sPpaTCH reporter with the remark: 

“Will such people never die off? He is the third 
party this week that has come in here and insulted 
us, and Iam getting so that one of these days, when 
lam called a thief as I wasinso many words a mo- 
ment ago. I'll kick the fellow out of the store.“ 

At is a fact, isn't it, that jewels are removed from 
watches!“ 

The contemptuous smile changed to a look of dis- 
gust as he answered: “Certainly not, and yet I 
oresume there is no erroneous opinion more widely 
1eld by intelligent people. The mistake occurs in 
supposing that jeweis in a watch are valuable for 
ot — purposes than the setting of watch works. 
Most persons have an idea that jewels in fine 
watches are diamonds. when such is nevér the case. 
And yet you will hear people giving as a reason for the 
alleged value of their watch the extraordinary cost 
of the diamond jewels. I have handled some of 
the finest timepieces ever made, and I never yet 
have found a diamond 2 inone. The reason is 
plain. A diamond before it could be used for 
any such purpose would have to be ground flat and 
lapidaries prefer saving the stones and working 
them into set rings and pina. Oriental rubies are 
principally used for watch jewels and are as dur- 
able as diamonds could be.“ 

Then where does the value of a good watch come 
in?“ 

In the labor put upon the setting of the jewel. 
There are some watches whose gold cases are a 
great deal more valuable than others which really 

less because of the hasty — 4 
in which the settings were fixed. 
The works of some watches have consumed the 
time of an artisan for months while 
others were hastily ey together in as many 
days. The average ruby used for jeweled settings 
cost but a small amount, and they only increase the 
value of a watch as they are carefully set. Jt would 
cost us more work to take out a jewel and replace it 
by another than the difference between the best and 
the worst stone could ever recompense us for.
